Circus, Allen master, arrived yesterday from the 
Norllnvest coast. Ko fighting took place between 
the Hydah nnd Euculct tribes of Indians after tho 
glinboat Forward left Cape Mudgc. The steamer 
Lahoucherc is at Fort Riipeit. Messrs. Kenny 
and .McKenzie had arrived at liclla-Cuola (North 
BentinckArm ) from Alexandria overland. They 
were forty-five days in making the trip j wore com- 
pelled to return to the "fort bticc owing to n scarcity 
of provisions, and were detained from a want of 
proper guides for some time. .Since the bombard- 
ment of Ihe Ilydah camp, Capt. Allen thinks it 
extremely dangerous for pnispecting^ parties to 
visit this Xorth unless' a war-vcsser is kept ' con- 
stantly cruising along the const. Some of the 
tribes were very saucy ami thievish, and stole a 
cannon from the Circus ; but were subsequently 
compelled to return it by a .fripndly tribe, , This 
schooner beloiigs to Major Downie's 'exploring 
party, and the Mnjor and Capt. Allen showed us 
some very fine specimens of silver, iron and plum- 
bago ores, 

Indian M!. i:iii;ii.— On .S.iturday afternoon about 
5 o'clock a Chimscan and Hydah Indian had a 
falling out at Ihe encampment, which ended in 
the Cliimsenn seizing a musket and shooting his 
adversary dead. The friends of each party soon 
rallied with their faces painted in true war colors ; 
but through the timely gift of a number nf blan- 
kets by the murderer to the relatives of the dead 
man" a'bloody battle was prevented— ^the blankets 
being accepted as n kind of salvo for the pniiznant 
grief of the dear departed's friends. A convenient 
way in which to settle such murderous afrair.s,is it 
not ? It is extremely difHoult to decide Just now 
which of the t«o codes for administoring law— 
the heathen or, the Christian— is m the ascendancy 
here.
